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Th3  Next  Town  Meeting. 

Onr  annual  Town  Meeting  is  approaching, 
and  it  bids  fair  to  be  a  most  important  one. 
There  are  matters  to  l>e  considered  and 
measure*  taken  which  concern  every  citizen 
aD<t  taxpayer.  Appropriations  for  the  year 
are  to  be  made,  officers  nominated,  and  a 
line  of  policy  should  bo  marked  out  for 
their  guidance,  combining  wisdom,  fore¬ 
thought  and  economy  ns  well  m  enterprise 
and  liberality  in  the  management  of  our 
town  aflfihrs. 

Bloom  field  has  gained  an  unenviable  re¬ 
putation  for  non-prog^esfcivencsa,  and  it  is 
not  our  desire,  by  ^ny  mean*,  to  enhance 
this  distinction,  nor  can  we  favor  a  rushing 
pell-mell  into  prodigal  expenditure  of  man* 
rv  for  improvement*  w  ithout  due  considera¬ 
tion.  We  are  ready  to  advocate  such  niena- 
»ure*  as  the  mature  and  deliberate  judgment 
of  our  taxpayers  shall  demand.  Having  in 
consideration  tins  principle,  let  us  refer  to 
the  assessment  of  taxes  in  this  town  last 
year.  That  it  was  much  higher  than  it 
ought  to  have  been, considering  the  improve¬ 
ments  we  enjoy,  all  will  admit.  With  un¬ 
paved  streets,  with  but  partially  paved  or 
planked  sidewalks,  with  no  police  or  loc  k¬ 
up,  no  protection  from  fire,  and  yet  the  tax- 
rate  np  to  S2, 14—  with  these  facto  before  us, 
we  may  well  ask,  have  we  been  pm  suing  a 
wis«  plan  in  our  expenditures  ?  Are  we 
getting  nn  adequate  return  for  the  money 
raised?  The  nine  lint  spent  last  year  was 
some  $23,500  on  local  necessities  and  im¬ 
provements,  and  to  this  account  must  be 
charged  our  high  rate  of  taxation. 

How  much,  if  any,  of  the  ahove  has  been 
injudiciously  voted  or  misapplied,  we  will 
not  say.  Probably  our  duty  will  be  dis¬ 
charged  if  we  bring  t.»  the  notice  of  the 
tow  n  officers  und  the  citizens  generally  w  hat 
seems  to  be  the  prevailing  opinion.  In  re¬ 
gard  to  street  improvements  there  appears 
to  be  the  unanimous  conviction  that  it  is  a 
useless  waste  to  spend  money  upon  onr 
roads  us  lia*  been  the  custom  the  last  few 
years  ;  that  it  would  be  better  to  leave 
them  undisturbed,  unless  something  more 
substantial  and  enduring  than  mere  grading 
and  temporary  working  is  done. 

As  to  the  gas-light  improvement,  its  utili¬ 
ty,  comfort  and  convenience  is  acknowledg¬ 
ed  on  all  sides.  Everybody  is  pleased  with 
it*  introduction.  But  whether  the  tax¬ 
payers  of  all  classes  can  and  will  shoulder 
the  burden  of  paying  for  the  improvement, 
remains  to  be  seen.  It  should  not  be  lost 
sight  of  that  each  lamp,  after  it  is  first  paid 
for,  costs  us  $30  per  annum  for  the  light¬ 
ing.  We  now  have  215  lamps,  and  there 
arc. streets  anxiously  waiting  to  be  lighted 
up  next  year,  w  hich  .will  bring  the*  number 
up  to  at  least  300,  and,  hence,  the  cost  of 
lighting  to  $9,000.  Can  we  stand  a  yearly 
tax  of  that  magnitude  for  gns,  in  nddity»n 
to  what  is  absolutely  needed  to  run  the  town 
in  a  respectable  manner  in  other  respects  ? 
A  few  month?  ago,  the  sentiment  of  the 
mass  of  the  taxpayers  of  Bloomfield,  as  ex¬ 
pressed  in  one  of  the  largest  and  most  re¬ 
spectable  public  meeting  over  held  in  the 
place,  was  embodied  in  a  resolution  request 
iug  the  Town  Committee  not  to  enter  into 
n  contract  for  lighting  the  streets  until  the 
law  could  be  umende<\so  ns  to  make  it  more 
equitable.  Notwithstanding  that  action* 
the  Town  Committee  thought  it  best  to  go 
forward  under  its  provisions.  They  adopt¬ 
ed  as  their  platform,  “a  general  lighting  up 
and  a  general  taxation.”  The  pipes  were 
carried  well  ont  in  the  suburbs,  in  order,  it 
is  fair  to  infer,  that  those  residing  in  the 
outskirts  could  not  make  the  excuse  that 
they  were  taxed  and  not  btnefifefl.  In  or¬ 
der  to  effect  this  some  parts  of  the  thickly 
fettled  central  portion  were  omitted,  and 
it  may  safely  be  assumed  that  to  carry  out 
the  plan  of  lighting  already  commenced, 
not  less  than  300  lamps,  in  all,  will  be  re¬ 
quired  in  order  to  keep  peace  in  the  family. 

It  is  for  those  who  have  to  pay  the  heavy 
tax,  made  necessary  by  this  general  light¬ 
ing  up  Jo  consider  and  vote  upon  its  ex¬ 
pediency,  and  indicate  their  views  in  re¬ 
gard  to  street  lighting  in  the  future.  The 
opinion  of  maDy  thoughtful  citizens  is  that 
the  township  cannot  afford  to  spend  so 
large  an  amount  on  this  single  improvement. 
We  should  not  forget  that  the  permanent 
mapping,  laying  out,  and  grading  of  the 
town  has  been  commenced,  and  will  also 
•involve  a  heavy  but  nevertheless  necessary 
expenditure. 

All  the  foregoing  questions  should  be 
carefully  considered  at  the  anticipated  meet¬ 
ing,  and  s^ich  action  taken  as  the  present 
and  future  welfare  and  interests  of  the  town¬ 
ship  shall  require.

Tint  this  Committee  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  two  Vice  President*,  a  Secretary, 
a  Treasurer,  and  fifteen  Managers. 

That  of  these,  one  officer,  aud  three  man¬ 
agers  be  furnished  by  each  of  the  following 
!  churches  :  The  First  Presbyterian,  West¬ 
minster  Presbyterian,  Methodist,  Baptist, 
and  Episcopal. 

That  the  duties  of  the  President  shall  be 
I  to  call  meetings  of  the  Committee,  and  to 
preside  at  such  meetings. 

That  the  duty  of  the  first  Vice  President 
shall  be  to  fill  the  office  of  the  President 
when  for  anv  reason  the  President  shall  fail 
'  to  do  so. 

That  the  duty  of  the  second  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  shall  be  to  fill  the  office  of  the  Pre*i- 
dent  when  for  any  reason  the  President  and 
first  Vice  President  shall  fail  to  do  so. 

That  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  shall  be 
to  write  all  letters,  not  ices,  minutes  of  meet¬ 
ings,  and  keep  records  of  the  persons  reliev¬ 
ed,  and  the  telief  afforded  them. 

That  the  duties  of  the  Treasurer  shall  he 
to  receive  ami  disburse  all  moneys,  take 
und  give  all  necessary  receipts,  and  keep  all 
accounts  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures.  . 

That  the  duties  of  the  managers  shall  be 
to  receive  contributions  of  money, clothing 
Ac. ,  to  visit  the  poor  commended  to  their 
notice,  to  search  out  others,  to  stndv  into 
the  needs  and  worthiness  of  such  objects 
of  charity  us  dome  within  the  scope  of  the 
Committee,  to  consult  with  the  officers 
and  each  other  with  regard  to  tlie  disposal 
of  funds,  clothing  Ac.,  aud  make,  such  dis- 
pofals  as  shall  be  decided  upon,  Ac.,  Ac.

It  is  5$  feet  high,  4 
feet  wide  and  weighs  4440  pounds  ;  tho  out¬ 
side  casing  is  7  inch  thick — and  tho  doors, 
which  nre  very  heavily  and  elegantly  orna¬ 
mented,  are  fastened  with  a  patent  combina¬ 
tion  lock,  capable  of  over  20, 0IH)  changes. 
The  burglar  proof  or  inner  saTe  is  in  itself 
quits  a  eurio.'-ity.  the  door  being  5  fnehes 
thick,  3  inches  of  w  hich  are  composed  of 
alternate  layers  of  chilled  irrtn  and  steel  and 
secured  by  a  second  combination  lock  which 
swings  two  ponderous  steel  bolts,  fastening 
on  both  aides,  thus  securing  it  in  case  the 
hinges  should  he  wrenched  off.

At  Hillsboro,  a  plto-ky  druggist  named 
Dunn  issued  a  printed  notice  warning  tho 
ladies  agaiuut  trespassing  on  his  premises 
iu  this  unlawful  way,  and  threatening  to 
prosecute  them  and  the  gentlemen  who 
supported  them,  for  their  unlawful  and  riot¬ 
ous  acts  unless  they  discontinued  tho  same. 

Ho  was  waited  upon  by  tho  wives  of  the 
Mayor  and  Methodist  minister,  find  for 
nearly  an  hour  the  two  ladies  alternately 
argued,  pleaded  with  him, and  prayed,  while 
half  a  dozen  men  stood  in  the  rear  end  of 
the  store,  and  others  came  and  went,  through 
the  side  door.  Tho  Doctor’s  remarks  were 
all  iu  one  strain  :  “I  am  doing  a  legitimate 
business,  according  to  tho  laws  of  Ohio,  and 
all  well  recognized  rules  of  morality.  I  am 
not  a  Heathen  Chinee  that  you  need  to 
coiue  and  pray  with  me.  I  tell  you  again 
.and  again  in  tho  presence  of  those  gentle¬ 
men,  that  I  don’t  want  you  to  pray  in  my 
bouse  or  come  into  it  except  on  business. 

1  have  treated  yon  as  well  as  I  know  how, 
uutil  my  patience  is  worn  out.  I  now  tell 
you  again  to  leave,  aud  I  will  prosecute  all 
who  interfere  with  my  business,”  kc.  Mean¬ 
while  the  church  bell  rang  for  the  regular 
9  oclock  prayer  meeting;  tho  Indies  knelt 
and  offered  a  fervent  prayer  for  the  Doctor 
and  the  temperance  cause,  and  departed  for 
the  church. 

Probably  the  most  signal  victory  of  the 
ladies  during  thi?  tempercnce  campaign  was 
won  at  New- Vienna,  Clinton  County.  A 
Mr.  Van  Pelt  met  the  earnest  laborers  in  the 
cause  of  temperance  some  time  ago  with 

blasphemous  epithets,  and  drenched  them 
with  beer  while  at  their  devotions  in  his 
saloon.  Since  then  they  have  maintained  a 
persistent  fire  of"  prayers  and  pleadings. 

Recently  the  people  of  the  town  in  large 
numbers  witnessed  his  complete  surrender, 
after  three  weeks  labor.  A  procession  of 
about  100  ladies  marched  to  his  sal^bn  at 

2  p.  m.,  amid  the  solemn  riuging  of  all’ the 
church  bolls.  "When  the  crowd  was  gather¬ 
ed  about  his  door,  brief  religious  exercises 
were  held  and  then  Van  Pelt  appeared  and 
announced  that  he  was  ready  to  give  up  his 
entire  stock  for  the  good  of  the  temperance 
cause.  He  would,  he  said  make  a  complete 
surrender,  not  because  of  luw  or  force,  bat 
he  yielded  to  the  simple  labors  of  love  of 
the  women  which  had  reached  his  heart.  He 
exhibited  considerable  emotion  while  ad¬ 
dressing  the  multitude,  aud  appeared  sin¬ 
cere  in  fcis  remarks.  Alter  giving  permission 
that  his  liquors,  consisting  of  two  barrels  of 
whisky  ami  one  keg  of  beer,  should  bo  roll¬ 
ed  out.  Van  Pelt  stepped  forward  with  his 
ax,  saying.  “  This  is  the  weapon  1  used  to 
defend  myself  and  business  with  and  to  ter¬ 
rify  the  ladies;  bow  I  use  it  to  sacrifice  that 
which  has  rainqd  many  souls.”  Without 
more  ado  lie  knocked  the  heads  ont  of  the 
barrels  and  opened  the  keg  of  beer,  spilling 
the  contents  upon  the  ground.  Devotional 
exercises  closed  the  scene.  Van  Pelt  admits 
ireely  that  the  ladies  conquered  him,  and 
thac  their  prayers  forced  him  to  surrender. 

To-night  ii n  earnest  temperance  meeting 
was  held  there,  aud  Van  Pelt  made  a  brief 
address  giving  hi*  experience  in  the  traffic, 
and  admitting  that  he  could  not  reconcile 
himself  to  the  business  longer.  At  the  close 
of  the  meeting  a  purse  of  3150  -was  present¬ 
ed  to  Van  Pelt  as  an  expression  of  feeling 
of  the  community  toward  him.
